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Á 'Step Back 
From Danger' 


The United State.s apparently has won a 
ma.jor victory in the Cold War with Premier 
Khrushchev’s announcement yesterday that he 
has ordered the dismantling of all missile bases 
in Cuba, under United Nations supervision. If 
this eventually comes to pass, and the prospects 
seem good, then it may be something much more 
important than a Cold War victory. 
It could be made into a real “ step back 
from danger," as President Kennedy called it 
in his reply to Mr. Khrushchev. Runaway opti­ 
mism always is out of place in international 
affairs, especially with the Soviet Union on the 
other side, but it is not beyond possibility that 
the peaceful extirpation of the Soviet threat in 
Cuba could be the first step toward meaningful 
disarmament negotiations. 
The possibility now is that talks between 
Mr. Kennedy and Mr, Khrushchev could lead to 
some kind of new understanding, now that the 
Soviet Premier has learned, we hope for good, 
that the United States will respond vigorously 
to any real challenge, even if the response 
involves a serious risk of nuclear war. Whatever 
negotiations follow the dismantling of the Cuban 
bases, there is room for hope that the outcome 
could be to put the disarmament talks on a real 
and practical basis. Up to now, there has been 
an air of unreality about these conferences. 
Somewhat ironically, the Soviet embassy’s 
report of the text of the first Soviet comment on 
the President’s speech of last Monday night 
arrived here almost simultaneously with the 
reports of Mr. Khrushchev’s promise to disman­ 
tle the Cuban bases. 
.Among the things the 
Soviet statement said was this; 
“The United 
States demands that military equipment Cuba 
needs for self-defense be removed from Cuban 
territory, a demand which, naturally, no stale 
which values its independence can meet.” 
Well, we shall see.

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'Step Back 
From Danger' 


The United States apparently has won a 
major victory in the Cold War with Premier 
Khrushchev's announcement yesterday that he 
has ordered the dismantling of all missile bases 
in Cuba, under United Nations supervision, lf 
this eventually comes to pass, and the prospects 
seem good, then it may be something much more 
important than a Cold War victory. 
It could be made into a real “step back 
from danger.” as President Kennedy called it 
in his reply to Mr. Khrushchev. Runaway opti­ 
mism always is out of place in international 
affairs, especially with the Soviet Union on the 
other side, but it is not beyond possibility that 
the peaceful extirpation of the Soviet threat in 
Cuba could be the first step toward meaningful 
disarmament negotiations. 
The possibility now is that talks between 
Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Khrushchev could lead to 
some kind of new understanding, now that the 
Soviet Premier has learned, we hope for good, 
that the United States will respond vigorously 
to any real challenge, even if the response 
involves a serious risk of nuclear war. Whatever 
negotiations follow the dismantling of the Cuban 
bases, there is room for hope that the outcome 
could be to put the disarmament talks on a real 
and practical basis. Up to now, there has been 
an air of unreality about these conferences. 
Somewhat ironically, the Soviet embassy’s 
report of the text of the first Soviet comment on 
the President's speech of last Monday night 
arrived here almost simultaneously with the 
reports of Mr. Khrushchev's promise to disman­ 
tle the Cuban bases. 
Among the things the 
Soviet statement said was this: 
“The United 
States demands that military equipment Cuba 
needs for self-defense be removed from Cuban 
territory, a demand which, naturally, no state 
which values its independence can meet.” 
Well, we shall see.

What Is A Blockade? 


In international relations, th ere is no such form ality 
as a q u a ran tin e except for hoof and m outh disease, 
B n a l l p o x and sim ilar abom inations. 
What 
P resid en t 
k e n n e d y did w as to institute a blocade of Cuba and 
let us call a spade a spade. 


A blockade is an act of w ar, but th ere h ave been 
different m ethods and different attitudes about it. F o r 
instance in 1914. the State D ep artm en t held: 
“ 
. . T he existence of w a r betw een foreign gov­ 
e rn m e n ts does not suspend trad e or c o m m e rc e b e­ 
tw een this country and those at w ar. This right lo 
continue to trad e with belligerents is upheld by the 
well-recognized principles of international law . . ." 


One of the m ost im portant am enities of a blockade 
is th at th ere m u st be notice. This undoubtedly explains 
the pains th at P resid en t K ennedy took to m a k e the 
blockade of Cuba known to the world T he rule on the 
subject is: 


“ lf 
a 
neutral 
vessel 
attempting 
to enter 
a 
blockaded port bas had notice of the blockade in 
any way, she shall be captured and sent in for 
adjudiction; 
but 
should 
formal 
notice 
not 
have 
been 
given, 
the 
rule of constructive knowledge 
arising from notoriety should be construed in a 
manner liberal to the neutral." 


A blockade m u st be limited to the ports of the 
enem y. In the case of Cuba, th ere w a s no w ar. but 
a th rea t of w a r: no enem y, but the assum ption th a t 
a foreign pow er had taken control of C uba for inimical 
purposes. Vet that foreign power. Soviet Russia, hat! 
not been d eclared to be an enem y. At m ost, the P re s i­ 
dent had pronounced its officials to be liars, but a 
liar is not necessarily an enem y. This explains tile 
use of the term q u a ran tin e for this p a rticu la r blockade. 
In M ay 1915 " . . . The D e p artm en t of State in­ 
stru cted the A m b assad o r in R om e to inform the Ital­ 
ian Foreign Office that it ap p eared that the coasts 
of a non-com batant had been declared blockaded and 
that the A driatic had virtually been declared a closed 
sea: that in the opinion of the United States th ere w as 
no authority in international law or usage for this 
action . . . ” 
The I nited State* has, in effect, in the present 
blockade, shut the ( aribhean off from the rest of 
the world. But at this time, such weapons exist 
as the 
world 
has 
not 
known 
before 
and 
it 
is 
essential that this country defend itself from the 
use of these weapons against her. 
H eretofore, it had been assu m ed that the R ussians 
possessed w eapons which they could employ from their 
own soil to d a m a g e the I n ite d States. However, it 
a p p e a rs that the R ussians need to depend upon w e a ­ 
pons outside of R ussia to bury us. They have th e re ­ 
fore established a b ase 90 m iles from our coast w nh 
the object of firing w eapons at us to destroy our 
principal cities 
This being so, the United S tates would indeed be 
governed by m orons not to take strong m ea su re s lo 
defend this country from such losses. The only possi­ 
ble criticism of the P re sid e n t’s action is that he w aited 
overly long, but no m an w ants to bring on a nuclear 
w a r if th ere are other ways. N either the President 
nor anyone else could tell in ad vance w hat the effect 
of a blockade would be 
It is interesting to note that when during World 
W ar f, the Allied gov ern m en ts proposed to blockade 
C om m unst R ussia, the State D ep artm en t held 
" . . . A blockade before a state of w ar exists is 
•it of the question 
It could not be recognized by thr* 
'• o v e rn m e n t " 
In 1962 it is recognized that a peculiar state 
of war does exist between Soviet R ussia and the 
In ited States, the "(old War." It is a war for 
position which does not include belligerency. 
\ s 
such a war is unknown in technical international 
relations, it has to be conducted without rules. 
There is a war, hut no enem y in a technical sense. 
P e rh a p s John F o ster Dulles best described it as 
on the brink of w a r and a new word. brinkm anship, 
c a m e into the language 
The fact is that it has been 
constant 
from 
about 
1947 1948. 
It h a s 
been nerve- 
racking, costly, and h as im peded the liquidation of 
World W ar II. It has been a horrible experience in 
history. 
Thus, if the Cold W ar can exist, a blockade can 
be em ployed without a declared enem y. But if to he 
punctiliously right, we need an enem y, we can call 
him Soviet R ussia

The people of 
the Soviet Union still re m e m b e r 
their battle casualties in the Sec­ 
ond World W ar—am ounting to at 
least 7.300.000 The surviving rel­
